AN ACT to provide for the docketing of judg-

ments of the United States courts in Wiscon-
sin. 

Judgments

Duty of 
clerks of 
circuit courts 
respecting. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. That the judgments and decrees of 
the United States courts are hereby authorized to 
be registered, recorded, docketed and indexed in 
the offices of the several clerks of the circuit courts 
of this state. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the several 
clerks of the circuit courts of this state to receive 
for registry, recording, docketing and indexing, 
and to register, record, docket and index in the
